Investors stepped forward and 
picked wp American bonds and shares with 
remarkable avidity, This, of course, resulted 
‘fo making coin scarce, where ft had Just before 
been plentiful. Looking into those comparativel 
empty coffers, the cry of an’ insufficient iwapply:

WOMEN STEALING. - 
THE TRAFFIC IN HUMAN ‘BRINGS CARRIED ON, 
IN TONQUIN, .! 


While in the most'parts‘of the world, except 


. Africa, stave-catching.is becoming a thing of the 


ist, the practice is still carried on to same extent 
tn Tonqnin, in spite of th: efforts of the French 
to putan end to it. The.slaves who nre wanted - 
‘there ‘are only women and children, Slave 
dealers find women and childrenin the forests, 
away from the villages, drag them into the 


. mountains and sell them to Chinese merchants, 


who carry them into some of the western pro- 
vinces of China end sell them to rich families. 
This odious traffic began about twenty-five years 
aga, Formerly Tonquinese women were almost, 
unknown in China, The practice of exporting 
them as slaves camg about in this way:— 

“In 18% the Chinese soldiers who invaded Ton- 
quin, which was in revolt against’ China, (ound 
themselves encountered by prisoners taken from 
the Tonquinese. They did not know what todo 
with the prisoners, but at last deeded to ship 
them to China and see if they could not sell 
‘them. , It was at this time that emigration agen- 
cies were recrulting In’ China thousands: of 
workmen to toil on the'guano islands of Chlle. | 
The hundreds of male prisoners were euslly dis. 
persed of to these emigration agents, and the 
women and children who were among the un- 
fortunates were sold to well-to-do ‘ hinese.- 

This opened a new trade, although .at first it 

was vot easy to sellihe women, because wealthy: 
families did. not wish ‘to have servants with 


| black teeth, the result of the practice of betel 
nut chewing, So amall a price, however, was 


asker\ for them that all’the women were finally 
sold. ‘To-day these women are in much demand, 
in some parts of Western China... As ser- 
vants they are gentle, obedient and ‘Inbor- 
ious, and are'so, highly estcemed that ‘they 
command 3 good price,. It is a ‘very 
lucrative trade, and hundreds of poor women are 
every year dragged away from their homes by 
these pitiless dealers in human flesh, Many 
Chinese are'engaged inthe business, =.” 

It is gratifying to hear that the French are 
making goed progress in-their efforts to stamp 
out the traffic, They havo visited very’ severe 
punishments upon some Chinese whom. they 
have caught stealing women and draggingthem 
{nto the mountains —ew York Sun.
